REPLY OF SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA EDISON COMPANY (U 338-E) TO THE
PROTEST OF THE DIVISION OF RATEPAYER ADVOCATES

I.
INTRODUCTION

Pursuant to Rule 2.6(e) of the California Public Utilities Commission’s (Commission)
Rules of Practice and Procedure, Southern California Edison Company (SCE) replies to the
protest of the Division of Ratepayer Advocates (DRA) regarding SCE’s low-income assistance
programs application for 2009-2011, A.08-05-026 (SCE’s Application). Contrary to DRA’s

unsubstantiated assertions, SCE has complied with the Commission’s directives regarding the



Programmatic Initiative. Accordingly, SCE’s Application should be approved, without delay, by
the Commission without the additional, substantial and unwarranted revisions requested by
DRA, so that the utilities can achieve the Commission’s ambitious goals for the LIEE and CARE

programs.

I1.
DISCUSSION

A. SCE’s Eligibility Estimates for LIEE Customers are Accurate, Reliable, and Should

be Adopted by the Commission

DRA, in its protest, raises a series of suggestions regarding the utilities’ estimates of the
eligible LIEE population for 2009-2011. DRA’s arguments can be boiled down to two basic
issues. First, the utilities should have used the LIEE eligibility estimates that were produced in
the KEMA report,! rather than the utilities” estimates that were submitted to the Commission in
October 2007. Second, the utilities have not projected population growth into the estimates for
2009, 2010, and 2011. DRA’s arguments are speculative and have no factual basis. SCE’s LIEE
eligibility estimates use the methodology approved by the Commission and should be adopted
again here.

The KEMA report’s estimates match the joint utilities’2 estimates that were submitted to
the Commission in October 2006.2 The utilities, using the same methodology, revised their
annual estimates in October 2007. The data for 2007 shows that the LIEE eligibility in
California among residential households dropped from approximately 32% to slightly less than

31% of all households.

KEMA produced some estimates for 2003-2004 in Appendix A. KEMA was not able to replicate the
methodology for 2006, and instead, used the estimates provided by the joint utilities in Table 4.1 of its report.
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The reduction in eligible customers could have occurred for any number of reasons. The
eligibility estimates are influenced by a variety of factors, and analysis provided to the joint
utilities and the Commission earlier in the decade pointed to two important factors affecting both
small area and large area estimates:

1. The disjunction between a given year’s Commission guideline setting based on
previous years’ national CPI estimates and the current year’s empirical mid-year CPI
from California DOF (a disjunction that can vary somewhat from year-to-year, but is
obviously preferable to inventing a mid-year CPI in analysis of PUMS and ACS
Census data); and

2. The methods and sources used by the vendor supplying current year small area (block
group) marginal distributions on household income, household size, and head of
household age.

A third factor can now be added as an additional possibility. The 2007 estimates were
the first year in which Census PUMS data, supplying information relating to the association
between household size, income, and head of household age (as well as eligibility rates within
particular combinations of size, income, and age) was supplemented by data from the
accumulated 2005 and 2006 American Community Survey (ACS) (an extension of PUMS which
will ensure better estimates of the parameters that have been heretofore estimated with PUMS).
Although a number of efforts were made to test the sensitivity of estimates to how ACS data
were incorporated, the ACS addition, like the use of an empirical mid-year CPI, or the use of
current year vendor estimates of marginals, is obviously an effort to improve estimates, and if
this or the other two impacting factors happen to lead to lower or higher estimates, it is incorrect

to immediately fault them based on the outcome.



DRA asserts that “[g]iven the state’s poor economy, higher unemployment, and increased
foreclosures, it is highly unlikely that there has been a reduction in LIEE eligible customers.”*
DRA’s assertion is speculative and unsupported. DRA does not provide quantifiable estimates
of how current economic conditions will affect eligibility estimates. SCE believes it is
preferable to adhere to the established and carefully reviewed methodology that currently is in
use by the joint utilities, rather than attempting to respond to indicators that may provide a
forecast of future directional changes in eligibility without providing the data necessary to make
adjustments. The 2009-2011 program cycle will leave nine years remaining to achieve the
Commission’s goals. Future LIEE eligibility estimates will allow the utilities to true-up the
treated homes targets in subsequent funding cycles.

The annual eligibility estimates produced by the joint utilities for LIEE and CARE have
provided an annual snapshot of eligibility for the programs and have provided demographic
eligibility rates for LIEE and CARE that can be applied to total households in the current year in
an internally consistent manner at varying geographical levels and for particular payer subgroups
(individually metered, submetered, non-submetered master metered). The method was
developed in order to provide valid and robust estimates of both large and small area eligibility
statistics at actual and hypothetical guideline levels pertaining to the current year and associated
guideline levels. DRA notes that the utilities have not projected population growth into their
applications. DRA appears to have used an arbitrary figure of 1% to increase population
estimates in 2010 and 2011. Again, DRA provides no factual basis for this increase. And again,
SCE believes subsequent funding cycles will allow the utilities to true-up the population
estimates and ultimately the treated home targets as we move closer to 2020. Rather than
applying an arbitrary and speculative growth factor at this time, SCE is willing to work with
DRA and the Commission to develop a procedure for forecasting population growth that can be

incorporated into the next set of applications for the funding cycle beginning in 2012. The task

of choosing among existing forecast alternatives, or developing a mutually agreeable long term
forecast, is much more difficult than simply arbitrarily choosing a constant percentage growth
rate — and on consideration, arbitrarily “plugging in” a particular growth rate should be
unacceptable to all parties. For 2009-2011, DRA has not demonstrated the need to revise the
estimates of LIEE eligible customers presented by the utilities in their applications. SCE’s
Application supports the Commission’s Programmatic Initiative and should be adopted.

With respect to DRA’s protest to the method in which the utilities have estimated or
accounted for customers unwilling to participate in the LIEE program, DRA, again, misses the
mark. The joint utilities” 10% estimate is reasonable (and in fact, is likely conservative), and
should be adopted by the Commission.

DRA does not agree with the KEMA 10% unwillingness adjustment the joint utilities
used to calculate the number of customers willing and eligible to participate in the LIEE
program. Before submitting their applications, the joint utilities engaged in many discussions
regarding how to incorporate unwillingness into their eligibility estimates. The joint utilities
agreed that there is some percentage of customers who will never participate, and looked to the
KEMA report for additional guidance. At the low end, KEMA interviews of CARE customers
reveal 2% not willing to participate, with an additional 2% only a little willing, while interviews
about LIEE reveal 5% not willing to participate and an additional 3% only somewhat willing.
KEMA incorporates this 2% self-reported CARE unwillingness factor with other information
collected, coming up with an overall factor of 10% when it writes that "[u]sing the information
collected through the onsite survey, we estimated that 10% of all low-income households would
be unwilling or unlikely to participate in CARE.">

KEMA does not provide a similar overall unwillingness factor for the LIEE program.
However, in addition to the 5% self-reported not at all willing, KEMA provides additional

“willingness to participate” estimates for LIEE and other public assistance programs on pages 5-

69 and 5-71 in Volume 1, and on pages D-6, D-22, and D-39 in Volume 2, Appendix D of the
Phase 2 Report.

Based on the information provided in the KEMA report, and on the joint utilities’
extensive experience with the LIEE program, the joint utilities believe 10% is a reasonable (even
potentially conservative) estimate. The joint utilities note that self-reported unwillingness was
higher for LIEE than for CARE (4% reported being somewhat or not at all likely to participate in
CARE, while 8% reported being somewhat or not at all likely to participate in LIEE), thus the
joint utilities believe that assuming the same level of unwillingness as CARE is probably
conservative due to the additional participation barriers that exist for the LIEE program.
Participants in the CARE program enroll by completing a simple application and self-certifying
their eligibility. LIEE enrollment is a more intrusive and time-consuming endeavor, as all LIEE
participants are required to provide documentation to verify their income level when they enroll
and LIEE participation requires a time commitment from the participant, as an adult must be
home to allow weatherization workers and appliance installers into the home.

Although the joint utilities used an unwillingness factor, none of them is limiting final
participation to the estimated eligible number of low-income customers with or without factoring
in the number of customers that will be unwilling to participate. The joint utilities all aim to treat
all of their eligible and willing customers by 2020. Estimating an unwillingness factor is simply
a method for projecting realistic three-year budgets that are not too burdensome to either
participants or non-participating ratepayers, all of whom contribute to the public purpose charge.
The joint utilities will revisit the appropriate unwillingness factor to use as well as the number of

estimated eligible customers in the next budget cycle.

B. Goals by Population Segments

DRA claims that SCE must develop better strategies to reach the populations identified as
priorities in the KEMA report. SCE’s Application includes proposals to do so, and DRA’s

protest is without merit.



In addition to targeting eligible households by energy use and climate zone, SCE has
requested authority to conduct, along with PG&E, a multi-dimensional Household Segmentation
Study,® which will lay the groundwork for effective identification of and outreach to customers
of various segments and exhibiting various attributes that are causually predictive of being
eligible and willing, as well as having high energy burden and energy insecurity. Race, ethnicity
and disability are but three of the many attributes that will be analyzed and applied to this end.
The list of attributes includes demographics (e.g., race, ethnicity and primary language
preference), participation in other programs (e.g., CARE, Medical Baseline, HEAP, ECIP),
utility credit history, climate, weather, weather sensitivity (of the bill amount to changes in
weather), dwelling structure attributes (e.g., age, single-/multi-family/mobile home), billing
history, etc., in addition to small area (ZIP7) eligibility data from the annual statewide LIEE
eligibility estimates. SCE has used many of these attributes, singularly or combinations of two
or three attributes, to target customers in the past, and plans to continue this type of approach
until a more effective method is enabled by the results of the requested Household Segmentation
Study. SCE will also continue to rely upon local community organizations that are familiar to

and have the trust of local residents to contribute to targeted outreach efforts.

C. SCE’s Proposed Customer Education Efforts and Costs are Reasonable and Should

be Adopted

In its protest, DRA recommends that SCE “provide [the] reasonableness” of its customer
education package and questions SCE’s estimated costs for customer education. SCE’s proposed
customer education efforts and costs are reasonable, and should be adopted by the Commission.

DRA is correct in observing that SCE’s cost to provide education to customers has
increased over previous program years, but this increase is necessary to encourage customers to

engage in energy efficiency and conservation practices. SCE is introducing a new energy

education kit designed to provide energy education and bring about awareness of customer habits
in using energy and the impact this has on the environment. Providing customers with new
energy efficient measures is important, but until and unless our customers are educated enough
to consistently engage in meaningful energy efficient practices, they are likely to continue to
waste energy and money without even realizing they are doing so. To meet the Commission’s
goal of long-term energy savings and making LIEE a resource, additional efforts have to be
made to change the energy efficiency practices of low-income households and encourage energy
conservation beyond the measures that are installed through LIEE. For this reason, SCE has
planned to launch a new education kit in 2009, substantially different from existing activities and
with additional costs for design, printing and packaging.

SCE’s current energy education materials contain a variety of fact sheets, brochures and
safety tips to encourage customers to take action. While informative and appropriate, this
material may not engage the customer. SCE’s proposed education kit, however, is built around
the successful education kit used in our school program and will be designed to have a universal
distribution appeal, including use through community events, door-to-door canvassing and in-
home education. The kit will contain a step-by-step guide to taking immediate action to save
energy, money and the environment, as well as a thermometer and other simple tools that the
customer can use to take measurements and make adjustments to their refrigerator, freezer, hot
water heater and HVAC system. The proposed education kit will make much more of an
impression on the recipient and therefore be much more likely to motivate them to read the
materials and, ultimately, reduce their energy usage in ways that minimize impacts upon their

health, comfort and safety.



The impact of this new education material will be determined as part of the Process
Evaluation of the 2009 LIEE Program study requested in SCE’s Application.” This study will,
among other things, assess the effectiveness of each utilities education activities in improving
customer behavior and attitudes towards energy saving opportunities and their responses to the

energy education and communication activities.

D. SCE’s Proposed Low-Income Mobile Energy Units are Reasonable and Should be

Adopted

DRA’s protest raises concerns regarding SCE’s two proposed low-income Mobile Energy
Units (MEU) that are modeled after SCE’s existing energy efficiency MEU. SCE modeled its
low-income MEU outreach initiative after the larger existing energy efficiency vehicle that
highlights SCE programs and services through hands-on interactive demonstrations of how SCE
customers can save money, energy, and help the environment. This large energy efficiency
MEU is filled with energy efficient appliances and documentation available to both residential
and non-residential customers, and reaches customers throughout SCE’s service territory.

The proposed low-income units will be a scaled down version of the large MEU and will
offer information to help low-income customers reduce their energy consumption and energy
bills, help the environment, and promote other assistance programs — such as CARE, LIHEAP,
Meals-on-Wheels, and programs available for food and shelter.

SCE will partner with community based organizations that will employ a well-trained
staff to manage the MEU’s event calendar to make the units available for special outreach events
in low-income communities. Each MEU will have the technology available for customers to
schedule an appointment with a participating agency to visit their home to complete the LIEE

program’s enrollment and assessment process.

Based on the current demand for SCE’s existing MEU to attend special events, SCE
anticipates a similar or higher attendance demand for the two low-income units. However, upon
commission approval, in 2009 SCE plans to finalize the MEU project plan that includes
conducting a market analysis to identify the needs and demand of the MEUSs and a process
evaluation to the address the effectiveness of this type of outreach. If proven effective, SCE

plans to roll out the MEUSs in 2011.

E. SCE’s Integration and Leveraging Efforts Support the California Energy Efficiency

Strategic Plan

SCE’s strategy with existing energy efficiency programs includes a leveraging strategy to
integrate LIEE into a number of energy efficiency programs. Under the Multifamily Energy
Efficiency Rebate Program (MFEER), Comprehensive Mobile Home Program (CMHP), and
Efficient Affordable Housing Program (EAHP) SCE will first leverage available energy
efficiency funds for the installation of energy efficient measures in low-income homes and
follow-up with the installation of remaining eligible low-income measures in qualified customer
residences. In the case where eligible customers do not own the appliances, increased incentives
will be made available to property owners for the installation of energy efficient measures in
low-income homes. Under the Home Energy Efficiency Rebate Program (HEER) SCE will use a
cross-referral approach to increase low-income customer participation in both programs. HEER
customers will be made aware of LIEE measures available at no cost and LIEE customers will be
provided information on rebates available for measures and appliances not available under LIEE.

An additional energy efficiency integration/leveraging strategy to be employed by SCE
will be with SCE’s Energy Leader Partnerships (ELP), a program that supports local government
organizations interested in energy efficiency in response to the California Energy Efficiency
Strategic Plan (CEESP). Working with local governments, SCE will identify ELPs with

concentrations of low-income residences and strive to utilize local resources to educate and
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enroll eligible customers in energy efficiency, demands side management, LIEE and CARE
programs. This will include activities such as:
e Assigning LIEE staff to each partnership kick-off meeting
e Including LIEE on the agenda and/or in the booth of the many ELP community
events
e Co-branding LIEE marketing materials with the city (such as bill inserts,
brochures, flyers, special events, radio spots, TV spots)

e Including an "LIEE corner™ in partnership newsletters

F. CARE and FERA Administrative Costs are Reasonable and Should be Integrated

DRA states it would consider supporting SCE’s proposal to include the annual FERA
program-related administrative funding in the authorized CARE revenue requirement with the
expectation that this ratemaking integration will allow for cost savings. As stated on page 89 of
SCE’s Testimony, CARE and FERA are administered jointly based on the interlocking program
design, income guidelines, and intake process for the two tariffs. Customers apply for
CARE/FERA on a single application, and are placed on either CARE or FERA according to the
data that is entered on the application. In many cases it is not possible to separately allocate
actual expenditures for the two programs. Eliminating the FERA Balancing Account should
increase efficiency by eliminating the need to track costs in a separate balancing account.

With respect to CARE administrative costs, DRA is incorrect and misinformed when it
states that costs should decrease as enrollment increases. DRA is also incorrect in stating that
administrative costs are primarily directed to serve the enrolled customer. On the contrary, as
SCE’s penetration increases, increased costs will be realized to target those hardest to reach
customers as more intensive marketing and outreach will be required. In addition, within the
current 2008 program year, SCE has seen more than a 900% increase in enroliment efforts by
CARE Capitation agencies. At year end 2007, SCE expended slightly more than $27,000 to

CARE Capitation agencies for more than 2,100 new CARE enrollments. However, as of May
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2008, SCE has expended nearly $270,000 for nearly 19,000 new CARE enrollments. SCE’s
administrative costs have increased by approximately $450,000 to make provision for these
increased efforts by the community-based organizations participating in SCE's CARE Capitation
Program.

Lastly, SCE's increase in CARE administrative expenses reflects the more than $450,000
increase in proposed Commission administrative costs over the 2009-2011 program cycle, as

requested by the Energy Division.

G. DRA’s Recommendation That The Commission Adopt KEMA’s CARE Penetration

Goal of 95% For SCE Should Be Rejected

SCE, in previous comments to the Commission,2 sought clarification regarding the
KEMA Report recommendation of a 95% CARE penetration rate for SCE. It is unclear how the
KEMA Report arrived at a 95% penetration rate and what this percentage actually represents.
SCE has not received such clarification, and believes the recommendation is in error and should

not be adopted.

I11.
CONCLUSION

DRA’s assertions regarding and revisions requested to SCE’s Application are
unsupported and will unnecessarily delay the successful launch of the 2009-2011 LIEE and
CARE programs. SCE’s Application is comprehensive, and based on the information therein,

the Commission can make an informed and reasoned decision by October 2008 as planned.

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Finally, SCE agrees with the Commission that hearings are not necessary and any issues can be
